and valuable timber, consisting ol 
the different varieties of oak, p>pl»r, 
hickory, black and aweet gum, black and 
white walnut, cherry, sugar, maple, ash, 
sycamore, and various other kinde, manv 
of which are of extraordinary aiie. A 

mer of S«, measured forty-three feet 
around the base, a few feet from the 
ground, aud the body and top were pro- 
portionately large and well shaped^ 
looking sound and vigorous; and on the 
same atream, near the mouth of Bough 
creek, a wild grape vine measured three 
and seven-tenths feet in circumference. 
A sycamore ia still standing on the farm 
of Mr. Warren Griffin, above Hartford, 
measuring eixiv-three feet in circumfer- 
ence. 

These dense forests, now that the tread 
and snort of the iron horse is beginning 
to reverberate through them, are being 
looked upon as the source of unbounded 
wealth ; but in the early settlement of 
the country they were the greatest ob- 
struction to the farmers progress. To 
clear up all the trees thai 
on the ground, waa a herculean 
task that few undertook. The usual 
mode was to belt or deaden all the timber, 
save the smaller sapling, and commence 
cultivating before the roots were out of 
the way. The consequence was that but 
a small portion of the loose mould was 
plowed or brooght into cultivation, aud 
it required but few rains if the ground 
waa billy to waab it all away, and by the 
time the roots and slampa were decayed 
to render the laad really fit for cultiva- 



'east then considered ao. 
this the deadened limber left on the 
ground was continually falling and in- 
juring the crop, and each spring required 
another clearing to be ready for the 
plow. 

It waa this i-ynteni of ball clearing 
land* and wearing them out before the 
clearing was completed, and raising little 
else but cereals, that caused so much em- 
igration to the prairie lauds of the far 
weal, and mi in. I the reputation of our 
lands for many years. Corn waa the 
principal crop of the country. Thia, 
when the ear had nearly matured, waa 
ntripped off the blades from the ear down, 
and the topi cut off immediately above 
the ears, stacked around a pole in the 
field, and the top- put in shocks, and 
when cured, was spread over a frame of 
rails and poles, forming what was known 
as a fodder-house Convenient to this 
house the corn when gathered was hauled 
and thrown, and when shucked was 
hauled to the crib, ami the shucks care- 
fully packed away in the fodder-house. 
The blades were reserved for Ibe horses, 
the chuck* were 

tered to the cattle, on the ground, wheth- 
er it was wet or dry. A shucking was 
next important event to a wedding, and 
was always well attended, especially if 
pretty girla were about, which they gen- 
erally were notwithstanding the rules 
and regulation! of corn shucking., im- 
posed the severe penalty of a kiea upon 
any huly who happened to be so unlucky 
as to find a red ear of corn. This red ear, 
when found, waa apparently endeavored 
to be concealed by the most (ussy Indus', 
try, but was as invariably revealed by as 
distinct a cackle as biddy gives on leav- 
ing her nest. 

We cast no reflections upon the early 
settlers of the country. They had labore 
and difficulties under which most of its 
would now succumb, without any of the 
in agricultural implements 
and labor saving machine*, with nothing 
but the old-faehioned bar-shear and 
shovel plows, the old-fashioned scythe 
and sickle, without sufficient cleared 
lands for meadows, pastures and clover 
tiel.ls, they labored and toiled as few men 
do at the present day, Another grievous 
difficulty under which they labored, was 
the want of sufficient knowledge and ex- 
perience of the adaptability of different 
crops to the various soils am? localities. 
It was lor a long time 
uplands would neither 
clover, hence they were almost entirely 
neglected and never used lor rotation 
crops, and the n. i-t of the bottom lands 
weic considered as entirely worthless. 
Hence it was, that by the time a lamily 
ol' children were raised, the father had 
worn out his life and farm together, and 
the children having sought homes else- 
where, the old homestead wa9 let! deso- 
lated and deserted, or pa— ed into the 
hands of stranger*. 

All changes in the manners and cus- 
toms ol society are more of the result of 
time, experience and accidental discover- 
ies than any direct, scientific enlighten- 
ment or teachings of philosophy. It was 
more the result of accidental and repeat- 
ed experiments that farmers found that 
their worn and deteriorated lauds could 
lie improved by clover and graas crops, 
and that our wet, overflowed bottoms 
made the best of meadow lands, and that 
although large crops of tobacco yielded 
the most ready money, yet, after a series 
of years, he who devoted the lime usual- 
ly employed on the tobacco crop, in im- 
proving hisjfarin, increasing bis meadows 
and pasture*, and using good stock of all 
kinds, was greatly ahead in real wealth 
of his neighbor, who wore out his lands 
and neglected his farm and stock while 
cultivating large crops of tobacco. 

It has only been within the last thirty 
year* that our farmers began to abandon 
their old habits and customs and adopt 
the recent improvement in agricultural 
implements and model of farming, and 
this wae brought about by 
that mother of invention," 
by any scientific enlightenment. That 
migratory class of society who are the 
pioneers of civilisation, aad usually 
low the buffalo and elk, as tbey recede 
from the dens* population, had 1 all disap- 
peared. A new generation had sprung 
up, whose feelings, friendship* and loves 
were mingled and intertwined with the 
society around them. They have g'rown 
■p in long year* of profound 
of Ibe chase, tbs 

and their highest aims were to marry 
those they loved, aud settle down among 
their kin. 

It was partly by this natural increase, 
and partly by immigration from the upper 
and older counties of the 8tate, where 
isen in value, that 
and large families 
found it to their interest to sell out and re- 
move to this section , that lands here al- 
so began to increase ia value. All, how. 
ever, could not procure choice lands, and 
the result was, that many worn out and 
poor lands were purchase! and settled 
upon, and farmers now began seriously to 
think of taking care of and improving 
their lands, in which many of (hem have 
had admirable snccess. 

As a class, our farmers were generally 

late war, during which labor was so die 
organized, that many have abandoned 
their farms and sought other modes ol 
employment, in which come have, and 
others will (ail.
